Word of Soviet acceptance of 
Bohlen has been dispatched to 
Washington, an informant said, 
and the next move would be the 
sending of his offical nomination 
by President Eisenhower to the 
Senate for approval. 

The informant added that the 
Russians gave a favorable answer 
on Bohlen 24 hours his

ASK FOR U.S. AID 


BRITAIN TO BOOST 
PRICE OF COAL TO 
HEAD OFF DEFICIT 


LONDON, Feb. 21 (AP)—The 
Conservative government an- 
nounced today it would increase 
the price of coal 10 per cent next 
month. Industrialists and house- 
holders will pay an extra five 
shillings and sixpence (77 cents) 
a ton beginning March 2—the 
biggest single price hike since the 
industry was nationalized by the 
previous Labor government Jan.

~ DAMAGED BY BOMB 


It Is Fourth Such Blast on 
Joe Simpkins’s Property | 
in 16 Months. | 


A used car showroom of Joe 
Simpkins, Inc., 6507 Easton ave- 
nue, Wellston, was damaged last 
night by an explosion of a bomb 
for the second time in a year. The 
bomb was the fourth exploded on 
Simpkins property in 16 months. 
Joseph Simpkins, head of the 
automobile agency, said he was 
unable to account for the blast 
and renewed his offer of a $5000 
reward fer information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of who-. 
ever is responsible. 

The bomb, which Wellston po- 
lice said was made of black pow- 
der tamped into a piece of soil 
pipe, was thrown from an alley in 
the rear of the showroom. It 
broke a window and landed on 
top of a partition which separates 
offices from the automobile dis- 
play area. 

Four large windows in the front 
were blown out. Three other win- 
dows were broken and a hole was 
blown in the partition. None of 
the more than 30 automobiles in 
the building was badly damaged. 
Simpkins estimated damage at 
$500

Thirty-five years ago, on Dec. 
9, 1918, a St. Clair jury found 
Wilson guilty of murder and fixed 
his punishment at life imprison- 
ment. By mistake, the trial judge 
passed sentence of one to 10 
years, which meant he would be 
eligible’ for parole after serving 
only seven years. 

Judge Bareis, in ordering Wil- 
son freed, declared that even if 
the convict had received a life 
sentence he would have been elig- 
ible for parole in 20 years.

From the looks of that $1.50 divan-chair deal 
which the Missouri state penitentiary gave to a 
Kansas City firm, the State was cheated, prison 
labor was exploited and everybody else in the 
furniture business was put at an unfair dis- 
advantage. 

The House Investigation Committee has found 
plenty to investigate. For one thing, the Post- 
Dispatch learned that J. K. (Pat) Noonan ini- 
tiated negotiations for the deal, Noonan was a 
fund collector for former Gov. Smith’s 1948 cam- 
paign, and also a friend of Charles Binaggio, 
the murdered Kansas City gangland politico.

Listening in on telephone conversations has 
some use in police work. So has the opening of 
private letters. But the evils of wire-tapping too 
heavily outweigh its very limited advantages. It 


-is impossible to guard against its abuse. 


We Americans do not want to live in goldfish 
bowls with head-sets attached. We want our con- 
versations to be for ourselves and those to whom 
we are speaking. We do not want them moni- 
tored by furtive strangers with who knows what 
motives. 

Wire-tapping opens the door, as the Bar As- 
sociation report said, to shakedowns, blackmail 
and all manner of evils. It is, further, contrary 
to the essential spirit of democracy. It should 
have no foothold in the law. ; 

Although evidence obtained by wire-tapping 
is not admissible in the federal courts, the 
United States Supreme Court has held that there 
is no bar against its use in state courts. Then, 
as the Bar Association demands, let the states 
raise such a barrier.

Kramer detailed the problems of Chi- 
cago planners in attempting redevelop- 
ment on a sizable scale. Back in 1948, the 
New Tork Life Insurante Co. made a 
deal with Chicago’s Land Clearance Com- 
mission to redevelop 101 acres on Chi- 
cago’s South Side. 


This was the first project undertaken 
after Chicago had come up with a plan 
that (1) gave authority to exercise emi- 
nent domain in assembling tracts, (2) use 
of public funds to acquire blighted prop- 
erty for resale, (3) allowance of a sub- 
sidy to cover the difference between 
acquisition cost and resale price to the 
redeveloper, and (4) an established policy 
of providing relocation housing for the 
families which would be sessed as 
an inevitable result of the um clearance.

Shepperd. 

Like most other proponents of 
state ownership, Shepperd is will-

ment the lion's share of revenues 
from the vast continental shelf, 
but prefers to see the states have 
actual control of oil and gas 
exploration and development. 
Expansion of Claims. 

The current open hearings have 
brought the first concerted at- 
tempt of state proponents to win 


such operating control of the con- 


tinental shelf. In other years 
they have restricted their argu- 
ments, for the most part, to the 
thesis that the coastal states own 
the offshore submerged lands, 
from low tide to the three-mile 
limit in most cases. 

“The area of the continental 
shelf of the United States,” said 
the witness, “is nine times as 
large as the area of the marginal 
belt. Some equitable solution of 
the claims of the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the coastal states in 
this area should be promulgated. 

“If the states extend their 
boundaries to the edge of the 
continental shelf, one proposal of 
merit, which is in keeping with 
the practice of this country, would 
be that the land and natural re- 
sources of the area be treated as 
other federal lands in this 
country. 

“The jurisdiction, control and 
power of disposition of the area 
would be lodged with the Federal 
Government,” he continued. “The 
adjacent coastal states would re- 
ceive 37% per cent of the reve- 
nues. This is the same percent- 
age received by the states under 
the federal mining leasing act 
from all federally-owned land 
within their respective bound- 
aries. 

Precedent. 

“Historically,” said Shepperd, 
“it has been the policy of our 
Federal Government to gradually 
divest itself of title to public 
lands for educational and home- 
stead purposes, and to keep as 
much as possible of the manage- 
ment of such lands under local 
and state control. Over 98,000,000 
acres of federal lands have been 
granted to the states to assist 
them in financing their own sys- 
tems of public education. 

“And under this procedure,” 
he went on, “such lands have 
been developed wisely. The states 
have done a wonderful job in 
this regard. Texas is the only 
state which has received no lands 
for this purpose, it having been 
understood for more than 100 
years that the Federal Govern- 
ment owned no public lands in 
our state. 

“Only in recent years,” he said, 
“has this historic policy been 
changed. The attempt to change 
the policy has resulted in the 
Federal Government owning 24 
per cent of the land within the 
continental limits of the United 
States, not including the so-called 
‘tidelands’ (between high and low 
tide). The wise policy this coun- 
try followed for so many years 
should be reasserted. A decen- 
tralized government, in so far as 
practicable, has been the govern- 
mental concept which has enabled 
this nation to be civilization’s 
prime example of free enter- 
prise.”

EING in the state of Ohio, I 
was interested to see ‘a report 
on Senator John Bricker’s 
statement to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee in favor of his constitu- 
tional amendment. He wants to 
curtail the authority of the execu- 
tive branch of the Government in 
the field of international agree- 
ments. He Calls this executive 
right “A real and imminent dan- 
ger to the rights of the American 
people.” His amendment would 
prevent any international treaty 
or agreement from superseding 

Federal or state laws. 

The Constitution now provides 
that a treaty, when once it is rati- 
fied by the Senate becomes the 
supreme law of the land. The 
safeguard, of course, is the fact 
that the Senate has to ratify a 
treaty, and if you look back over 
our past history you will find the 
number of treaties negotiated by 
the executive and ratified by the 
Senate is comparatively small,

THE SENATE is extremely 
Careful to make sure that any 
‘treaty is constitutional. If it did 


not take this precaution there 


would be endless lawsuits going 

the Supreme Court for final de- 
cision as to whether such treaties 
were constitutional. It is quite im- 
possible, therefore, for any treaty 
to undermine the constitutional 
rights of the American eiten, 
because the Senate would not 
ratify sich a treaty. 


Bricker says: “No such treaty 
can be effected to entrust the 
rights of American citizens to the 
supervision and control of inter- 
national agencies over which they 
exercise no control.” In. these 
words he is quite evidently trying 

nullify our acceptance of the 

Inited Nations Charter. All mem- 
Gers of the U.N. engage them-’ 
selves to observe what it written 
in that charter, but we all bave 
equal representation in the U.N. 
which gives us an opportunity to 
defend our rights. We have en- 
tered into no agreement that im- 
pinges on our rights at home. Do- 
mestic questions of individual 
3 are not under U.N. con- 


trol. : 
Bricker adds that the amend- 
ment would prevent the making 
of executive agreements ‘such as 
those made by President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt at the Yalta confer-
